Robls drove the car which struck 
and killed the Antloch woman as 
she crossed Main street at Orchard 
street late one evening. He fled 
from the scene, according to police 
reports, and was captured two hours 
later at his home and identified as 
the driver of the death car. 

The reckless homicide charge car- 
ries a sentence of one to five years 
as a felony, but there is a point at 
Jaw which can be used to reduce 
the charge to a misdemeanor, car- 
rying a lighter sentence.

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COAL IN THE HOME 

The Census Bureau has just released a report giv- 
ing the figures on home heating as compiled in its 
1950 census. It contains a surprise for anyone who 
belives that coal is something of an obsolete fuel. 

The Bureau found that there are about 20,000,000 
dwelling units with central heating plants in the 
nation — and almost half of these arc fired with coat. 
More than 5,000,000 units, in addition, burn coal in 
various types of space heaters. 

Coal was far ahead of any other fuel In the home 
heating field. Moreover, since much manufactured 
gas is made from coal, an indeterminate number of 
gas-heated dwellings are coal users by Indirection. 

According to the best estimates, about 120,000,000 
tons of coal passed through the yards of retail coal 
merchants during 1950. Some of it went to schools, 
churches, hospitals and small commercial plants, but 
the major part was delivered to homes and apart- 
ment buildings for heating purposes, * 

What this illustrates is that coal is definitely a 
big-league fuel. It is holding and expanding its 
markets. And it is a highly adaptable type of fuel, 
with all manner of extremely important industrial 
uses. 

Incidentally, it is being pointed out that this year, 
as in past years, it is patriotic to "hoard" coal. Con- 
sumers shold fill their bins now, in preparation for 
next winter's heating load. That will prevent undue 
pressure on the coal producers and merchants and 
the transportation people when the big demand comes 

along. 

* » * ' 

WEAPONS 

It has been observed that the strongest factual ar- 
gument against compulsory government health in- 
surance lies in the remarkable growth of the various 
voluntary plans. These organizations have tens of 
millions of members, even though they have existed 
for a relatively short time. They are still growing 



at a very rapid rate, and their services have been 
steadily improved and broadened. They provide the 
worker and his family with protection against the 
financial impact of illness at a very modest cost. 
And, of great importance, they do not interfere with 
the patient's freedom of choice in picking a physician 
or a hospital. 

Voluntary health Insurance has thus been a mighty 
weapon in the fight against politically-dominated 
medicine — which would simply be a prelude to social- 
ized medicine. But there has been another "secret" 
weapon involved as well— and that is the growing 
fear, held by vast numbers or thoughful citizens In 
all walks of life, that we have been unwittingly- 
marching down the road toward totalitarian state. 
Government control of the Instruments of medical 
care would obviously be a keystone in such a state. 
Lenin himself, un authority on totaltarianlsm if there 
was one, said that. 

Furthermore, the claim that most Americans can- 
not afford good medical care is simply not true. A 
comparatively small number of people are in this 
position, and methods are being provided to care 
for them. The great majority are not. As a people 
we spend less for Illness than we dp for tobacco and 
beverages and various other luxuries. A doctor's 
bill may be a burden, but most of us meet it. 

The politicians have been soft-pedaling the com- 
pulsory health insurance scheme lately. And they've 

done that because they know the people don't want It. 

* * * 

TEAMWORK 

According to a survey made by the National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers, the supply of consumer goods 
will be adequate in the next 12 months. This Is 
trtrt* of durable goods, food, clothing and other major 
items. The Asociation forecasts that, as a result, 
there will not be any "uncontrollable pressure on the 
cost of living" for that length of time at least. 

This speaks well for the productive ability of our 
American farms and factories which are taking the 
heavy military demands for goods and services in 
stride, while filling civilian needs in a normal fashion. 
It also speaks well for another segement of the econ- 
omy. That segment is retailing — retailing of all 
types and size, from the biggest chain system to the 
smallest one-man shop. 

With few exceptions, consumers do not and cannot 
go to a Chicago factory to buy a refrigerator, to a 
New York loft to buy a suit of clothes, or to an Oregon 
orchard to buy a box of apples. They go to a retail 
store where these and thousands of other articles have 
been gathered, attractively displayed, and are offered 
for sale at prices which are kept at the lowest prac- 
ticable level by competition.

Restriction* Lifted 
On Season and Size 
Of L. M. Bats, W. Pike 

A new amendment to the "Illi- 
nois fish code is now in effect 
which removes the size and season 
limits on largemouth bass and 
walleyed pike; Lake county fisher- 
men were reminded today. 

Although there are no size lim- 
its on the taking of largemouths 
during the 12-month season, the 
state conservation department 
pointed out the daily bag limit 
on all bass is still 10. 

,The department said the liberal 
changes on walleyes was made to 
conform with the laws in the state 
of Iowa which borders Illinois 
along the Mississippi river and 
where confusion ha3 been elimi- 
nated between fishermen of Illi- 
nois and Iowa plying their' pastime 
on the same waterway. 

Regarding the more liberal bass 
allowances,' the department said 
that "several years of research 
have produced evidence that spawn- 
ing seasons on largemouths and size 
limits had no effect on bass popu- 
lations." 

Overpopulations, and competi- 
tion from enemy fish, along with 
undesirable habitat, constftue the 
cause of poor growth and' reduced 
bass populations, the department 
said.

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Original Letters 
Provide Intimate 
Views Into the Past 

WASHINGTON, D.C.— "If I were 
to go over my life again I would be 
« shoemaker rather than an Ameri- 
can statesman" Thus wrote agtng 
(John Adams, second President of 
the United States, in philosophical 
retirement with his beloved classics 
*t his home ct Quincy, Mass., in 
1801, shortly after his term expired. 

The original letter is one of 
several hundred items, providing 
a panorama of Intimate home life 
In the early nineteenth century, of 
an Adams family collection recent- 
ly placed on exhibit at the Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washington. 

The collection was placed on de- 
posit with the Smithsonian about 
a year ago by Mary Louisa Adams 
Clement, of Edge Hill, Warrenton, 
Va. t direct descendant of both John 
Adams and John Quincy Adams. 
With the donor's death last fall the 
material became a permanent part 
of the national collections. 

It Is, by and large, the sort of 
.material that would have been ac- 
j cumulated by a well-to-do American 
family of the period, but augmented 
through the wide connections of \ 
'the Adamses as diplomats and , 
statesmen in some of the most 
crucial years of American history. ' 

There are six original manuscript [ 
letters from John Adams and John ' 
Quincy Adams. Among the most 
(Interesting articles In the collec- 
tion Is a manuscript poem, a parody 
on Byron's Dan Juan, by John 
Quincy Adams. 

The entire collection comes close 
to being the contents of an anti- 
quarian's treasure chest, quite 
aside from its historic significance. 
Listed under jewelry, for example, 
are more than 50 items. Notable 
among them is a coral tiara set 
on a silver comb with individual 
coral beads set on a gold scroll 
design, which is shown in the best- 
known portrait of Mrs. John Quincy 
Adams. Notable among the items 
is a naturalist's hand microscope 
used by John Quincy Adams, who 
as an early disciple of the natural 
sciences played a leading part in 
the establishment of the Smith- 
sonian. Included, also, is a set of 
game counters owned by the sixth 
President, made of brass set with 
turquoise in a jet holder— in a vel 
vet and satin-lined leather case.
